An  unidentified  flying  object,  spherical  in  ahapo  with  long  "tail"  ua3 
sighted  at  17b6Z  on  20  October  1953  by"  one  observer  aboard  tlio  AItD-12  dockod 
at  Pier  U,  U,S,  Haval  Paso,  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  This  information 
was  furnished  the  District  Intelligence  Office,  SIXTH  Maval  District,  30 
October  19$%  by  telephone  and  later,  by  personal  interview. 


object  wa3  observed  by  Hr,  Ji 
a rl os  ton,  5,C.,  a shipyard  worker,  apparently  reliable. 


The  object  was  first  sight ocl  about  30  degrees  above  the  horizon  traveling 
downward  at  an  angle  of  about  .60  degrees  with  the  horizon  at  a very  high  rate 
of  speed.  The  object  appeared  to  be  about  the  size  of  a basketball,  glowing 
red  in  color,  and  had  a blue  streak  "tail"  estimated  to  bo  30  feet  long* 

The  observer  statod  that  the  leading  edge  of  the  object  appeared  to  be  uniform 
and  smooth  whilo  the  trailing  edge  was  rough  and  irregular.  Visual  contact 
with  the  object  was  maintained  only  momentarily. 


Observer  stated  he  moved  from  his  position  forward  of  amidships  to  tho 
stem  of  the  vessel  when  the  object  disappeared  behind  ships  docked  nearby. 
Observer  was  not  ablo  to  regain  visual  contact  with  object.  The  observer 
estimated  tho  position  of  unidentified  object  to  bo  HSE  of  hi3  position  at  a 
rango  of  approxima  tely  two  miles.
